Daring Ihe 
night, their natural hunting time, thejr 
attack diaft animals, or even men, 
v, ithm a few yards of the campfires, 
ard <iro a constant and serious danger to 
taneleis m distticts lemote from the 
muii) tracks of traders. From the Zam- 
bezi, through Mashonaland, and north 
to the Limpopo a chorus of complaints 
rises in the pages of recent travelers 
whose cattle or followers have suffered 
from their attacks 
Mr. Selous has re-

Ciystal palaco in 1892, when poor Dale 
and his con lades lost then lives, the 
balloon vas stinted with too much lift 
and commenced to 111-0 with undno ra- 
pidity Dale, the aeioimut, realizing the 
danger, opened the neck arid in his anx- 
iety to bee that n wnb clear looked into 
it, and it is supposed that his head 
checked the outrnsh of heated gas, with 
the iciult that the en-selope instantly

As a conso 
quence the manufacturer or producer 
on this coast conld not compete with 
the east as he paid twice as much for 
labor. At present the producer in sil- 
ver standard countries receives as 
much for his products as ever before 
and he is satisfied, while in gold fctand- 
ard countries he does not get more 
than half the usual price! If in debt, 
as many were when the gold standard 
was adopted, he has, under such cir- 
cumstances, to give twice as much of 
his products to cancel the obligation 
The producer in a gold standard coun- 
try is therefore at a great disadvantage 
and when he has to ship his wheat, 
cotton and corn to Europe and com- 
pete with silver standard countries he 
realizes the situation. Last year the 
United States exported about the aver- 
age quantities of wheat, cotton, corn 
and pork to Europe, but because of 
the extremely low prices at which they 
. were sold, in consequence of the gold 
standard, the
